* JEFFERSON CITY, July 22— 
United States Senator Harry S&S. 
Truman’s nomination for the vice- 
presidency is virtually certain to 
have an important effect on the 
Missouri senatorial contest be- 
tween United States Senator Ben- 
mett Champ Clark and Attorney 
General Roy McKittrick. The ef- 
fect may be to change almost cer- 
‘tain defeat into victory for Clark 
in the primary Aug. 1. 

For a second time Clark has 
won the last-minute “lucky break” 
in a campaign. When he first 
ran for the Senate in 1932 on a 
platform declaring for repeal of 
prohibition and appeared a prob- 
able third in the race, the Demo- 


cratic national convention adopted 
a “wet” plank and Democrats 
switched in huge blocks from 
other candidates to Clark on the 
theory that the platform of the 
state's senatorial candidate should 
conform to the national plat- 
form. 

With the nomination of Truman 
for the vice-presidency, it will not 


Clark on the theory that with a 
powerful political triumvirate in 
Truman as Vice President, Clark 
as Senator and Robert E. Hanne- 
gam as chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, the 
party in the State would be in a 
position of major influence in na- 
tional] affairs, Theirs has been a 
close alliance, all for one and one 
for all. 

It prebably will not be the 
mine- run of Democrats out 
through the state who will desert 
McKittrick. It is more likely to 
be those party committeemen in 
the cities who, sensing a rural re- 
volt against Clark, had _ allied 
themselves with McKittrick. They 
can smell patronage such as they 
have never dreamed of in the 
Truman-Clark-Hannegan alliance, 
and McKittrick will have the fight 
of his life to hold them in line. 

While Clark’s political manipula- 
tions and campaigning in the 
state during the past months had 
narrowed the lead which McKit- 
trick had obtained, there is no in- 
dication that he had succeeded in 
closing it. McKittrick’s nomina- 
tion had been expected by nearly 
all the politicians until last night.

BUTTER POINTS 
ADVANCED FROM 


Being Bought Than Was 
Allocated to Civilians. 


WASHINGTON, July 22 (AP). 
-— Price Administrator Chester 
Bowles tonight ordered the ration 
value of creamery butter in- 
creased to 16 points a pound from 
12 points, effective at 12:01 a. m. 
Sunday in each time zone. 


He said the increase was neces- 
sary because “more creamery but- 
ter is being bought with red 
stamps at the present time than 
has been allocated to civilians by 
the War Food Administration.” 

Farm and processed butter will 
continue at eight and four red 
points a pound, respectively. 

Trade reports indicate, OPA 
stated, that civilian consumption 
is running as much as 20 per cent 
over the July allocation of 100 
million pounds, 

The 12-point value had been in 
effect since April 30. Previously, 


he agency said the point in- 
crease was intended to bring con- 
sumer buying power in line with 
actual supplies and, by slowing 
down civilian consumption, to as- 
sist the armed services in obtain- 
ing their required supply. 

OPA said that continued pur- 
chases by civilians of butter in 
excess of allocation would have 
“seriously reduced the supplies in 
retailers’ and wholesalers’ hands 
needed to assure equitable distri- 
bution,”

Truman told reporters. 


The official result of the final 
balloting on the second roll call, as 
announced today by the national 
committee, was Truman, 1031; Vice 
President Wallace, 105; Supreme 
Court Justice William O. Douglas, 
4; Gov. Prentice Cooper of Ten- 
nessee, 26; Senator Alben W. Batt’ 
ley, 6, and War Manpower Com- 
missioner Paul V. McNutt, 1, with 
three of the 1176 delegates absent. 

At the request of fellow-mem- 
bers, Truman said he would delay 
resigning as chairman of the spe- 
cial Senate war-investigating com- 
mittee. 


“IT intend to resign, however,” he 
said. “I do not want to get the 
committee into politics. I think it 
has much work to do yet,” 


Denies Hannegan Misused Post. 


Apparently in an attempt to 
quiet rumors that Hannegan had 
used his office to promote Tru- 
man, a fellow Missourian, for the 
second place position on the party 
ticket, Mayor Edward J. Kelly of 
Chicago told the national commit- 
tee meeting today that Hannegan 
“never mentioned” Truman's name 
at the beginning of the race, 


Hannegan started working for 
Truman’s fomination only after 
he thought it was proper to do.so, 
Kelly asserted. 


Truman told national committee 
members the President “wants to 
see me as soon as possible to work 
out plans for winning in Novem- 
ber.” He promised, for his part, 
to be a “work horse,” and asked 
the party leaders to “get out the 
vote.” 


Hannegan asserted he was “op- 
timistic” but added “we've got a 
tough job ahead of us.” Suggest- 
ing that the only success formula 
was “perspiration,” he asserted, 
“We must go back to our states 
and inaugurate the campaign im- 
mediately.”

F.D.R. Picked Truman for Ticket 
Six Months Ago---So Story Goes 


There is a story back of the 
Truman nomination, here told for 


whatever it may be worth. Six 
months ago a St. Louis business 
man, who usually knows what he 
is talking about, told a _ Post- 
Dispatch staff man that it was all 
set in- Washington for Truman to 
take the No. 2 place on the ticket. 


This informant, whose connec- 
tions gave color to his story, rep- 
resented President Roosevelt as 
convinced that he wag the only 
Democrat who could be eleated 
and, feeling that with a divided 
party and a tough campaign ahead 
Henry Wallace would add no 
strength to the ticket, was cast- 
ing about for someone else, As 
the satory goes, Truman was 
summoned to the White House 
and President Roosevelt proposed 
that he run for Vice President, 
but Truman demurred, as he has 
since done publicly, that he felt 
he was more useful in the Senate 
in charge of hts committee than 
he would be in the Vice Presi- 
dent’s chair, 

' At this point, Roosevelt is said 
to have asked Truman if it had 
occurred to him that he (Roose- 
velt) might not serve out a fourth 
term and that he (Truman) might 
step from the vice-presidency to 
the ptesidency. In the available 
version, this point was not elabo- 
‘rated, 


said to have stuck to his objec- 
tions but finally agreed that as a 
regular party man he would obey 
a party decision, 


This done, the informant went 
on, Truman’s friend, Robert E. 
Hannegan, was upped from Collec- 
tor of Internal Revenue in St. 
Louis to Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue in Washington and then 
to chairman of the Democratic 
national committee, all as part of 
the settled plan for Truman to 
be the vice-presidential nominee, 

Thereafter it is a matter of rec- 
ord that Truman and Hannegan

He insisted he did not 
know, and did not think Roose- 
velt knew, whether Roosevelt 
would run. Truman steadfastly 
declared he did not want to be 
Vice President,

War Law Invoked to Ob- 
tain Uniform Jackets— 
86 Concerns Accepted 
Voluntarily. 


WASHINGTON, July 22 (AP). 
—The War Department has issued 
mandatory orders to six clothing 
manufacturers to produce field 
jackets for troops in Europe, stat- 
ing that the firms “refused to ac- 
cept their fair share” of contracts 
for producing 4,600,000 such 
jackets. 

Undersecretary of War Patter- 
son, announcing the action, said 
that under a section of the Selec- 
tive Service Law, the Army “may 
place mandatory orders for sup- 
plies or equipment where a con- 
cern deemed capable of producing 
the same refuses to accept a vol- 
untary order, and the concern is 
entitled to fair and just compen- 
sation for the work done.” 

The mandatory contracts for 
152,090 jackets were placed with 
the following manufacturers, the 
department said: 

Curlee Clothing Co., St. Louis; 
S. Weitz & Co., Inc., Cleveland; 
Tursini & Co., Vineland, N. J.; 
Wulf Brothers, Inc., Troy, N. Y.; 
Roxemmond Shiers, Inc. New 
York City, and Rose Brothers, 
New York City. 

The remainder of the needed 


material has been contracted vol- | 


untarily by 86 other manufac- 
turers. 

The jackets are a new design 
requested by Gen. Dwight D.

They 
are made in such a way that all

Reds Break Into Pskov. 

The Saturday Russian communi- 
que also announced that Soviet 
troops attacking in Finland had 
reached the Finnish-Russian bor- 
der recognized by Moscow after 
the 1939-40 winter war, and also 
said Russian troops attacking in 
Northwestern Russia had broken 
into’ Pskov, gateway to Southern 
Estonia and Northern Latvia.

The Allied offensives were 
balked at the key points eight 
miles east of Caen and at St. Lo 
by six-inch deep mud—the result 
of two days of torrential rain— 
but Americans and Canadians im- 
proved their positions at inter- 
mediate points. 

Four miles south of Caen the 
Canadians in morning and after- 
noon drives lopped off a four- 
sided German salient of séveral 
square miles along the Orne, tak- 
ing the towns of Etavaux and 
Eterville and re-occupying Maltot.

LONDON, July 22 (AP).—The 
Moscow radio said tonight that 
martial law had been declared at 
Koenigsberg, capital of East Prus- 
sia, and that Nazi troops are be- 
ing rushed to the city. 

The United States Office of 
War Information quoted. the 
Stockholm newspaper Aftontid- 
ningen as saying that a “state of 
emergency” had been proclaimed 
in Koenigsberg and that fighting 
has broken out near the Masurian 
lakes between Nazi SS (Elite 
Guard) troops and “thousands of 
prisoners of war” interned in 
East Prussia, 

Shooting has occurred in the 
streets of Koenigsberg, Aftontid- 
ningen said, according to the OWL, 
and loud speaker cars are being 


driven through the streets to calm 
the people, 
Appeal By Hitler, 

These were the latest reported 
developments in the internal crisis 
in Germany, touched off on 
Thursday by an attempt to assas- 
sinate Adolf Hitler, This morn- 
ing Hitler issued an appeal to the 
revolt-ridden German army, many 
of whose top leaders remained 
significantly missing from those 
professing allegiance to the Nazi 
dictator. 

A tight official control was 
maintained ‘over all information 
out. of Germany, and virtually 
nothing was known beyond the 
Nazi version of events within the 
country, but in the Nazis’ own 
picture evidence mounted that the 
army revolt was deep and perhaps 
far from being quelled, 

Among many rumors springing 
up from all over Europe was a 
secondhand underground report 
saying that Junker generals out 
of Hitler’s favor had set up a rival 
regime and called upon the Ger- 
man people for support, claiming 
the participation of “generals com- 
manding variqus army groups and 
a number of garrisons in various 
towns of Germany.”

PACIFIC FLEET HEADQUAR:- 
TERS, Pearl Harbor, July 22 
(AP).— After repulsing two Jap 
anese counterattacks, American 
forces on Guam have made sat- 
isfactory progress and secured key 
positions around Port Apra, main 
objective on the island, Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz said in a com- 
munigue this afternoon. 

On the southern front, Nimitz 
said, American forces captured 
875-foot Mount Alifan, overlook- 
ing Agat town. The town is lit- 
tle more than two miles south of 
the lower sweep of the harbor. 

In the north, the Americans 
won control of a filye-mile road 
stretch between Piti Town and 
Agana. This is part of the high- 
way leading behind the harbor. 

Northern forces also gained con- 
trol of Cabras Island, a two-mile 
sand spit at the harbor’s northern 
stretch, occuping half of it. 

Troops of the Third Marine Divi- 
sion landed in the north and the 
First Provisional Marine Brigade 
stormed ashore at the southern 
end. Elements of the Army’s 
Seventy-seventh Division landed 
later. . 

Air, naval and artillery bom- 
bardments aided the troops in 
hurling back pre-dawn Japanese 
counterattacks on both  beach- 
heads, which were established first 
on either side of Orote Peninsula, 
the land arm encircling the south- 
ern part of Port Apra. 

In the north, the Japanese di- 
rected mortar fire against the 
Yanks the first night after their 
landing Thursday. The counter- 
attack, beginning before dawn the 
next morning, was hurled back 
after sun-up. 

When the Japanese thrust on 
the southern beachhead early Fri- 
day morning was thrown back, 
the enemy left behind five .tanks 
and approximately 270 dead. 

The southern beachhead extends 
from Agat Town to Bangi Point. 

Brig. Gen. Lemuel C. Shepherd 
Jr., La Jolla, Cal., commands the 
First Provisional Marine Brigade; 
Maj. Gen. Allen H. Turnage, Wide- 
water, Va., heads the Third Ma- 
rines, and Army Maj. Gen. A. D. 
Bruce of Temple, Tex. led the 
Seventy-seventh Division troops. 

The Provisional Marine Brigade 
is com d partly of veterans 
from all raider battalions partici- 
pating in the Solomons campaigns, 
They were commanded then by Lt. 
Col. Evans F. Carlson, Brig. Gen. 
(then Colonel) Merritt Edson and 
Col. Harry Liversedge. 

It was these Marines who 
pitched back the Japanese so 
quickly on the southern flank that 
they left tanks and dead behind 
them. 


MacArthur's Plane Hit Yap to 
Block Aid For Guam. 
ADVANCED ALLIED HEAD-

The issue of bossism will be 
raised by Missouri Republican 
candidates and campaign speak- 
ers against the Democratic na- 
tional and State tickets, Republi- 
can National Committeeman 
Barak T. Mattingly indicated last 
night in a statement on the 
nomination of Senator Harry S. 
Truman for Vice President. 

“In my opinion,” Mattingly 
said, “one of the issues that will 
be discussed will -be the complete 


surrender of the New Deal Party 
to the big city bosses. 

“Everything Senator Truman 
has he owes to the Pendergast 
machine, and this he has never 
denied, but on the contrary has 
recognized the machine in his ap- 
pointments, even to the éxtent 
of flaunting public opinion in de- 
manding appointments that the 
machine dictated. 

“The nomination of Senator 
Truman will not add any strength 
to the Democratic Party in Mis- 
souri. In the 1940 election, Tru- 
man trailed the entire Democratic 
State ticket with the exception 
of the Democratic candidate for 
Governor, who was defeated. Not 
only did Roosevelt get more votes 
in Missouri than Truman, but six 
eandidates on the State ticket 
led him by thousands of votes. 

“In 1934, with all the admitted 
fraudulent votes in Kansas City, 
Truman ran behind the Supreme 
Court candidates, and was almost 
250,000 votes behind the Roose- 
velt vote of two years before. 

“Apparently the Democrats, in 
nominating ‘Truman, failed to 
take the advice of Gov. Al Smith 
and ‘look at the record’.” 

Mattingly declared that the is- 
gue of the present campaign “is 
Dewey or Roosevelt, not Bricker 
or Truman.” However, he said, 
voters must remember that “any 
vice-presidential nominee may 
some day become President,” and 
that the voter supporting Presi- 
dent Roosevelt “must also con- 
sider that he may be voting for 
Senator Truman to _ represent 
America at the Peace Confer- 
ence.” . |

ENLARGE ATOLL FOR 
PACIFIC AIR FIELD 


Conversion of an uninhabited 
Pacific island 1000 feet long and 
400 feet wide into a landing field 
five times as long and four times 
as wide was described yesterday 
by Warrant Officer Frank Cook, 
2043 Alfred avenue, who is home 
on furlough. 

Seabees and Navy pepgsonnel 
landed on a barren atoll in the 
Marshalls while most of those 
islands were still held by the Jap- 
anese. By dredging coral from the 
lagoon, they enlarged a tiny speck 
of land until, a year later, it could 
be used as a way station for big 
bombers on their way to the 
Southwest Pacific.

Cook, 35 years old, was chief en- 
gineer at the Algoa Reformatory 
before he enlisted in the Seabees 
in 1941. He transferred to the 
Navy in 1943. 


80 OF 300 CHIPPERS ON JOB 
AT GRANITE CITY FOUNDRY 


More than 80 chippers reported 
for work yesterday at the Ameri- 
ean Steel Foundries plant at 
Granite City and the plant con- 
tinued production of steel for 
tanks and naval guns on a re- 
duced basis, Chester Walcher, 
works manager, stated.

The changed Democratic sena- 
torial situation is too new to jus- 
tify any detailed speculation as to 
whether it will have any bearing 
on the Republican senatorial race, 
in which it appears that Gov. For- 
rest C. Donnell has the advantage. 
Donnell won the governorship in 
a year when the State went Demo- 
cratic for all other candidates, but 
then he had the enthusiastic sup- 
port of the entire Republican or- 
ganization. He has virtually none 
of that support now and, although 
the organization will make a fight 
for him if he is nominated, there

Leaders May Pick One. 


It is conceivable that the party 
leaders, now divided in their sup- 
port between Howard V. Stephens 
of St. Louis, Charles A. Shaw of 
Clayton and Charles E. Rendlen 
of Hannibal, might go into a hud- 
dle in an attempt to unite on 
one candidate and thus defeat the 
Governor with a candidate accept- 
able to the party organization. 

If such a notion should strike 

them and an attempt be made to 
work out such a plan, it would 
appear that Rendlen probably 
would be the only one of the three 
on whom an agreement would be 
possible, 
Stephens has the support of 
Republican National Committee- 
man Barak T. Mattingly, who can 
carry St. Louis for him, while 
Shaw has the virtually united sup- 
port of the Republican leaders of 
St. Louis County, which probably 
will cast half as many Republican 
votes as will St. Louis.

The group has asked its approxi- 
mately six million members. to 
make voluntary dollar contribu- 
tions, setting three million, the 
legal limit for campaign expendi- 
tures, as its goal, Hillman said at 
a press conference. Funds previ- 
ously collected from the commit- 
tee’s treasury—$750,000—are frozen 
“and we are starting from 
scratch,” he added. 

“We are also making arrange-

said. 


Philip Murray, CIO president, 
explained at the joint press con- 
ference that the CIO-PAC limits 
memberships to CIO members, 
while persons with no CIO or 
other labor affiliations may join 
the citizens’ group.

Greater Part of Cost

VERYONE talks about postwar needs, 
E postwar improvements, postwar jobs. St. 

Louis is one of the American cities plan- 
ning to do something about them. 

The how is the proposed $43,527,000 mu- 
nicipal bond issue, which with existing bond 
issue funds and other city money now avail- 
able, will finance a $63,385,000 work pro- 


gram. 


The when is Aug. 1, primary day, at which 
time St. Louis voters will pass on the 11 
proposals for needed city improvements, 
most of them already thoroughly planned 
and blue-printed, to be begun after the war 
ends. Two-thirds of the votes cast on each 
item will be required for passage. 


Two promises are made by the city of- 
ficials who have made the plans for the 
bond proposals, and the citizens’ committee 
and subcommittees which have approved the 
plans and allotted the amounts. One is that 
about 60 per cent of the money to be ex- 
pended will be wages paid to workers who, 
in many cases, will be returned members of 
the armed forces. 


The other promise made is that there will 
be no considerable increase in city taxes, in 
levying funds for interest and retirement of 
the bonds. The expected low interest rate, 
probably not more than 1% per cent, is one 
reason for this; the chief reason is that, 
with progressive retirement of earlier bonds, 
and proper spacing of the new issue, it is 
possible, as shown by past experience, to

avoid undue increase of the tax rate for bond 
service in any one year. 


On this matter, Comptroller Louis Nolte, 
speaking from 28 years’ official experience, 
has said-the new issue “will not increase 
taxes in any substantial degree, if at all.’’ 


While the civic duty of voting in the pri- 
mary, for the naming of party candidates, is 
recognized, it may well be that the most im- 
portant votes cast nine days hence will be 
the votes for the bond program. It is easy 
to make mistakes in judging the merits of 
rival aspirants for office; but there is little 
chance to go wrong in voting for works of 
recognized necessity, to be done at a time 
when the need for employment will be’ im- 
mediate and great. 


The Chamber of Commerce directorate, 
the General Council on Civic Needs, the CIO 
Industrial Union and the AFL Building 
Trades Council, and the Republig@n and 
‘Democratic City Committees, have indorsed 
the bond proposals fully. Organized labor 
Was represented on the committee which 
prepared and presented the proposals. 


Of the $43,527,000 bond program, $36,- 
027,000 is the provision for 10 items com- 
ing under the head of general municipal 
undertakings. The other $7,500,000 pro- 
vides for the eleventh item, waterworks im- 
provements, and the bonds issued for this 
purpose will be paid off not from general 


municipal revenue, but from waterworks 
revenue; this can be done, it is estimated, | 
without increase in the present water 
charges. 


Airport Expansion 


HE largest item of the program, which 

will appear on the ballot as Proposal 9, 

is $9,897,000 for airport expansion. This 
is also the item of greatest appeal to 
many voters, who realize the vital necessity 
for making St. Louis a center for postwar air 
traffic. 

The city has $4,103,000 funds from the 
last (1942) airport bond issue, available for 
airport construction and development, Of 
this sum, it is planned to combine $103,000 
with the $9,897,000 of the new bond pro- 
posal, making 10 million dollars. - This 
would be spent on the second major airport. 
Its location is not specified on the ballot,

We have noted with interest your 
mews article of July 10 pertaining to 
the “general discontent” among some 
Missouri sportsmen in reviewing to date 
the results of the Conservation Com- 
mission’s plan. May we present our 
views? 

We feel that great progress has been 
made to date in the enforcement, hatch- 
ery, educational, public relations and 
research divisions. 

Twenty years ago, in Missouri, the 
supply equaied the demand, to the ex- 
tent that the supply was “virgin,” 
excluding big game. With the advent 
of autos and good roads, great numbers 
are now enjoying our great recreational 
resources. The problem is to try to 
maintain or improve the present supply, 
which; in comparison with that of 20 
years ago, is woefully small. 

This can be done only if those fellows 
who have heretofore been on the “take” 
side, shift gears and do their bit to put 
something back as a replacement. Any 
sportsman who demands more than his 
share lays his motives open to question, 

Our program in Southwest Missouri, 
gince the commission plan came into 
being, 
rearing ponds for baby fry fishes. This 
has resulted in the raising of 250,000 
fingerling-size bass, channel cat and 
perch for annual distribution in our 
district’s streams. 

The small fish have been furnished 
free from a surplus of stock from the 
State hatcheries. Also, several locations 
containing many farms have been set 
aside for quail refuges with protection 
for reproducing purposes. Here in our 
locality, gigging of fish has been banned, 
and the result, with our restocking, is 
more than satisfactory. 

Is the commission’s administration of 
affairs perfect? No—but progress is 
being made each year. We have found 
it ready and willing to co-operate. 

Let’s not take the attitude of “just let 
the commission do it,” but do all in our 
power to help the commission carry on 
its program—the most constructive con- 
servation program ever undertaken in 
Missouri, and‘ possibly our nation.

Peril of a Farm Land Boom 


Pertinent advice has been given to farmers by 
the president of the Missouri Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, A. J. Forsythe of Pierce City, who has 
counseled them to avoid increasing their land 
holdings. Expansions of acreage, he said, will 
only invite price inflation; instead, farmers 
should rely upon improved methods as the means 
of increasing their volume of production, 

Mr. Forsythe’s warning is particularly perti- 
nent because a situation is at hand which, if ex- 
ploited foolishly, would bring about the dreadful 
‘consequences which agriculture suffered in and 
after the First World War. 

With prices of farm products doubled since the 
war began, and net farm income the highest in 
history, surplus income is a danger on the farms 
just as it is in the factories and the offices. 

This is the conclusion which three agricultural 
economists at Cornell University have reached 
after making a survey which shows that, in the 
first four years of the Second World War, farm 
prices rose 21 per cent compared with 25 per 
cent for the corresponding period in the First 
World War. 

The Cornell economists—Dr. William I. Myers, 
dean of the College of Agriculture and former 
governor of the Farm Credit Administration; Dr. 
V. B. Hart and Dr, Frank A. Pearson—found 
that farm prices went up ‘l per cent a month 
last year and have been rising at an accelerating 
rate which now amounts to 15 per cent a year. 

It was just such conditions as these that led 
to the disastrous land boom a quarter-century 
ago, with its inevitable consequences, beginning 
with extreme price deflation and foreclosures. 
Secretary of Agriculture Wickard has estimated 
that, since that land boom, nearly one-third of 
all the farms in the United States have gone 
through forced sale, “usually because someone 
paid too much for his farm.” 

Let ug not forget, either, the still further con- 
sequences of farmers’ folly: the plague of wind 
erosion despoiling acres that should never have 
been broken to the plow—that would never have 
been cleared. and plantéd except for passing 
greed; the plague of dust storms and the migra- 
tion of populations from land that would no 
longer support them. 

The Cornell economists offer a constructive 
plan to ward off a repetition of this disaster: 
“The most effective way of avoiding the dis- 
astrous results of inflation and deflation is 
through using increased income to get debts in 
shape and to build a financial reserve in war 
bonds.” 

Farmers can be assured that either they will 
use their heads now or lose them later. In terms 
of short-range interest, the present agricultural 
situation is an invitation to another orgy of 
speculation in farm lands. The recommendations 
of the Cornell specialists invite the American 
farmer to a course which is, in the long run, the 
only one that makes sense. 
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—And a Gentleman 

Some hate Henry Wallace, with a hatred that 
only an honest and courageous man can provoke.

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It’s Up to Congress Now 

By agreeing upon plang for a world bank of 
reconstruction and development, the interna- 
tional monetary conference at Bretton Woods 
has completed the work on its agenda and ac- 
complished more than any except the most ardent 
optimists had expected. 

While the conference was not without its hard- 
fought contests, among them Russia’s demands 
for changed quotas in both the reconstruction 
bank and the stabilization fund, it demonstrated 
that the more than 40 nations gathered there 
can work together at the expert level. 

Whether the nations can work together at the 
law-making level remains to be seen, The re- 
sults of the conference have yet to be accepted, 
or modified and adopted, or rejected, by Parlia- 
ment and Congress. Will the same sense of in- 
dispensability and urgency which animated the 
conference of experts animate the representative 
assemblies in Washington and London? 

No matter what may be the divergent views 
on details, currency stabilization and credits for 
the rebuilding of war-stricken countries are es- 
sentials for the postwar world. Without them 
the world will be confronted with something too 
nearly approaching chaos. The responsibility for 
meeting this situation squarely now has been 
placed upon the shoulders of the elected repre- 
sentatives of the people.

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No Special Assessments 


Special assessments for street improvements 
have often been a cause for complaint by St. 
Louis property owners. This has been true even 
when widening of major streets benefited the 
city in general and the adjacent property owners 
in particular. Such assessments are a heavy 
burden for any improvement project to carry 
when the voters’ approval must be obtained. 

It is good, therefore, to learn from Mayor 
Kaufmann’s announcement that no special assess- 
ments will be levied in connection with the 
$7,820,000 item for street improvements, one of 
the 11 bond fanue proposals to be aubmitted to 
the voters on Aug. 1, The proposals are de- 
scribed in detail in an article appearing in this 
section today. 

The whole $43,527,000 program will mean only 
a slight addition, if any, to the citizen's taxes. 
In return for this small outlay, the St. Louisan 
will see his city obtain needed improvements of 
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permanent character, and will see it provide 
employment for many workers after the war, 
The cost will be low, the advantages will be 
great and the city will enjoy postwar progress 
by approval of the bond issue. It merits the Yes

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A Democratic Platform Error 


Claiming credit for every accomplishment in 
sight is an old party tradition when the “ins” 
write their campaign platforms, just as the “outs” 
in their platforms always hang on the group in 
power the responsibility for everything unfavor- 
able.

Many 
of these troops, until recently 
used as conscript labor forces, 
have been forced into uniform 
and driven into the Norman hedge- 
rows to fight on penalty of death 
for refusal. 


/The question now being asked 
in Normandy is whether the Ger- 
mans are holding back their air 
forces for a crisis. The Allies 
have the advantage of a superior 
volume of artillery, ammunition 
and all kinds of supplies as well 
as air domination. So slight is 
German air opposition that Allied 
convoys travel day and night, 
fender to fender, along the high- 
ways with relative impunity. In 
the days of the Luftwaffe’s prime, 
these convoys would have been 
easy prey for the Stukas. So far, 
only a few sporadic attempts have 
been made to bomb or strafe the 
roads, 

Too often, however, the Allied 
air advantage is neutralized by 
foul weather. Whereas we pos- 
sess a monopoly on air observa- 
tion, the Germans wherever posa- 
sible take pains to hold high 
ground overlooking Allied posi- 
tions, :

Former Under Secretary 


of State, in New Book, 
Urges U. S. to Play Its 
Proper Share in Shap- 
ing the New World. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN

IMNER WELLES, former Un- 
S der Secretary of State, has just 

issued an appeal and a warn- 
ing to the people of the United 
States. In a book called “The 
Time for Decision,” published by 
Harper & Bros., he reviews the 
recent history of Europe and in 
the light of his own first hand 
experience, outlines the terms un- 
der which this nation, in his be- 
lief, can neutralize the errors of 
the past and prepare a4 peaceful 
world in which free men can live 
and fulfill their natural genius. 


He is concerned both with the 
immediate future and the long- 
time pull. He hopes for a perma- 
nent international organization, 
but before that can be achieved 
intermediate steps must be taken 
which would consolidate and con- 
tinue the power of the United 
Nations and permanently disable 
the evil military might of Ger- 
many and Japan. 

His prescription for Japan is 
fairly simple. “There can be no 
question,” he says, “but that Ja- 
pan must be deprived of her stolen 
territories. The Japanese crim- 
inals, high or low, who have been 
guilty of the hideous atrocities per- 
petrated upon our own nationals 
and upon those of other countries 
during these war years must be 
relentlessly punished. Japan must 
be disarmed, and prevented from 
rearming under a continuing form 
of international control.” 

Bottling up Japan however 
would involve dangers of a future 
explosion. Therefore there should 
be established by international 
agreement liberal economic poli- 
cies which will afford the Japa- 
nese people an outlet for their 
abilities and their enterprise. 

For Germany, Welles proposes a 
major operation. After long and 
careful consideration he has 
reached the conclusion that Ger- 
man militarism can only be de- 
stroyed by the partition of the 
Reich into three separate states. 
Exclusive of East Prussia whic 
would go to Poland, he believes 
that Germany should be divided as 
follows, the boundaries being de- 
termined primarily by cultural, 
historic and economic factors: 


“A new state of Southern Ger- 
many comprising the former 
sovereign nations of Bavaria, 
Wuerttemberg, Baden, and 
Hesse-Darmstadt, together with 
those regions which may roughly 
be defined as the Rhineland and 
the Saar. It will be noted that 
the populations which would be 
comprised within this division 
are predominantly Catholic. 

“A state consisting of the old 
German subdivisions, together 
with the smaller subdivisions 
contiguous to them: Upper Hes- 
se, Thuringia, Westphalia, Han- 
over, Oldenburg, and Hamburg. 

“A state, omitting the enumer- 
ation of small contiguous sub- 
divisions, composed of Prussia 
(exclusive of East Prussia), 
Mecklenburg, and Saxony. It will 
be noted again that in the sec- 
ond and third states the popu- 
lations are predominantly Prot- 
estant. In each one of these 
three new states the historical, 
as well as religious and cultural, 
divisions which existed during 
the centuries prior to the crea- 
tion of the Third Reich have 
been maintained.” 


Economic Balance. 


In Welles’ opinion, each of the 
three divisions would have a com- 
plete economic balance, both agri- 
cultural and industrial, and would 
be about equal in resources, If 
they were allowed to establish cus- 
toms unions, as he hopes and be- 
lieves they would be, their ca- 
pacity for economic development 
would be almost unlimited. What 
would vanish, he says, would be 
. the giant cartels which could be 
used as a means of economic pene- 
tration into other countries, 


The chief value of the partition, 
as he sees it, however, would be 
in its disruption of Germany’s uni-" 
fied military power which has 
been the bane of the civilized 
world since the war of agression 
against Denmark in 1864, 

“Germany became a menace to 
the rest of the civilized world,” 
says Welles, “only after two major

Will Use Communism. 


Toward this last end the Gen- 
eral Staff will utilize any instru- 
ment that is put into its hand, It 
used Hitler and in Welles’ opin- 
ion, it will make a similar use of 
Germanic communism if given an 
opportunity. Welles does not say 
that a possible communism in the 
German states should be  pre- 
vented by force. Presumably the 
people of those newly created po- 
litical units could devise whatever 
internal political structures they 
desired, once the long period of 
probation is over and Germany’s 
destructive power had been effec- 
tually hobbled, 


“As soon as the transition peri- 
od commences” gays Welles, “the 
United Nations will have to oc- 
cupy the Axis countries for an 
indefinite period and, even be- 
fore that time, they will be obliged 
temporarily to occupy the coun- 
tries seized by the Axis until their 
legitimate governments can _re- 
sume control of the local adminis- 
tration or until the people can 
freely elect the governments of 
their choice. Also all the United 
Nations will have to decide upon 
the nature and the duties of the 


ing success, Is an exception. Most 
interesting from the human in- 
terest view is his description of 
his “Mission to Europe” in 1940. 
Here, for the first time, he came 
face to face with the Nazi leaders 
and the stark and chilling Nazi 
spirit and he finally knew, that so 
far as Germany was concerned, a 
war of devastation would be car- 
ried through to the end, 


Hitler, Ribbentrop, Goering and 
Hess all made the same speech to 
him in slightly different words, In 
essence it was this: England has 
determined on the total destruc- 
tion of Germany. That will to 
destruction can itself be destroyed 
only by an overwhelming German 
victory. 

The Hitler Gang. 

His impressions of these four 
leaders are illuminating. 

Of Ribbentrop he says: 

“The Minister sat with his arms 
extended on the sides of his chair 
and his eyes continuously closed. 
The pomposity and absurdity of 
his manner could not be exagger- 
ated. One could only assume he 
envisioned himself as the Delphic 
oracle. It woul be unduly tedious 
to relate in any detail the ha- 
rangue which then ensued.” 

Of Hess: 

“The effect he made upon me at 
the time was that of a man who 
had only the lowest order of in- 
telligence. His forehead is low 
and narrow and his deep-set eyes 
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developments in her history. The) 
first of these was that the Ger- | 
man people came to believe in- 
German militarism as the supreme | 
glory of the race. A concept im-| 
planted and fostered by Clause-| 
witz and his school, and in Pan- 
Germanism as an ideal which 
German milftarism alone could 
achieve. The German General 
Staff became the agency for bring- 
ing about these objectives, 

"The second development was) 
the centralization of authority) 
over all the widely divergent 
peoples of the German race. The 
unification of the German peoples, | 
first envisaged in 1848, actually | 
begun in 1866, consistently fur- 
thered during the four decades of | 
the Second Reich, and forced to’ 
its final completion by Hitler) 
himself, has coincided with the 
rise of Germany as a threat to 
the rest of the world.” 

Evidently Welles hopes to see. 
this process put into reverse. | 
Hence the partition of the Reich | 
and his emphasis upon the Gen- 
eral Staff. 


As Welles points out every na- 
tion has its General Staff but this 
body of German soldiers is not 
only the consolidated military 
genius of Germany but the author 
and promoter of the nation’s con- 
tinuing militarism. Its strategy 
embraces not only the military 
phases of present and future wars 
but the psychology of disabling an 


armed force that they will make 
available to enforce peace until 
such time as that obligation de- 
volves upon a permanent inter- 
national organization.” 


Before that, however, the Unit- 
ed Nations should agree upon a 
provisional organization which 
would “knit them firmly together” 
and become the nucleus of the 
perfected organization of the fu- 
ture. The time for such an or- 
ganization, he says, is now. The 
longer it is put off the greater 
the opportunity for dissension that 
might weaken this consummation. 
It is lamentable, he says, that 
such an executive agency has not 
already been set wip with the pur- 
pose of continuing into the peace. 


The Provisional United Nations 
Executive Council which Welles 
foresees as essential to the re- 
organization of the world would 
not depend merely upon the Big 
Four. Other and lesser members 
should have the full right to share 
in all decisions affecting them- 
selves. He also believes that re- 
gional decisions should be made 
by regional councils operating 
within the framework of the 
main Provisional Council. 


For instance, a border dispute 
in South America would be set- 
tled by the American states un- 
less it expanded to such propor- 
tions that it threatened the peace 
of the world. The evolution of the 
Provisional Council from an alli- 
ance already in existence would, 
in Welles’ opinion, avoid one of 
the main defects in the League 
of Nations Covenant. It would be 
rooted in reality and experience 
and would already be crowned 
with a certain success, It would 
not be too much to hope, there- 
fore, that the council might soon- 
er or later establish a World 


‘Court and a World Congress which 


would in turn lead to a permanent 
world organization, 


United States Must Play Part. 


It is obvious to Welles that the 
United States must play an im- 
portant part in_ these great 
projects—a part which is both 
regional and universal, It must 
assume its responsibility by shar- 
ing in regional agreements, both 
political and military, which will 
maintain security in the Western 
Hemisphere and the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans. 

“The forces of reaction are again 


stirring,” he adds. “The people of | 


are very close together... . Hess 
was patently of abnormal mental- 
ity. His was a personality easily 
subject to domination by a strong- 
er character. It has always, con- 
sequently, been incredible to me 
that hia notorious flight to Eneg- 
land could have been undertaken 
on his own initiative, 
as an emissary.” 

Of Goering: 

“Goering looked exactly like his 
photographs. His thighs and arms 
were tremendous and his girth 
was monstrous. His face gave the 
impression of having been heavily 
rouged, but since, at the end of 
our three-hour conversation, the 
color had vanished, the effect was 
probably due to some form of 
physical maladjustment. 

“He wore a white tunic on which 
were plastered various emblems 
and insignia in brilliants and over 
the Iron Cross, which hung from 
his neck, dangled a monocle on a 
black card. His hands were 
shaped like the digging paws of a 
badger, . . . He spoke with far 
greater frankness than any other 
German official I had met.” 


And finally of Hitler: 

“Hitler was taller than TI had 
judged from his photographs. He 
had in real life none of the ludi- 
crous features so often shown in 
his photographs. He seemed in 
excellent physical condition and in 
good training. His color was good 
and while his eyes were tired 
they were clear, He was dignified 
both In speech and movement. His 
voice in conversation was low and 
well modulated. It had only once 
during our conversation of an 
hour and a half the raucous stri- 
dency which is always heard in 
his speeches and it was only at 
that moment that his features lost 
their composure.” 

These were the leaders of the 
Hitler gang, the puppet masters 
of Germany ‘and potentially of all 
Europe. It was to them that the 
motivating force of Prussian am- 
bitions, operating through a hand- 
ful.of Prussian military scientists, 
through Bismarck and through 
the General Staff, had finally led. 

“Some of them,” said Welles, 
“like Hess, Himmler, and Hitler 
himself for that matter, are crimi- 
nal paranoiacs, Others, like Goer- 
ing, while they have sought profit 
at every turn, are even more avid 
for power. Still others, like Rib- 
bentrop and Goebbels, are moti- 
vated by malignant inferiority 
complexes. But all of them em-

world revolution is not something 
they need dread, but rather some- 
thing that can be made to re- 
dound to their own benefit. The 
world revolution is already here. 
For that reason it is desperately 
necessary that the policy of this 
country should not be directed 
toward the vain and fatal effort 
to put back the pieces as best we 
can, but rather toward seeing 
that our safety requires that 
something new can and must be 
built. More than at any other 
time in the past hundred years of 
our history, the American people 
need to have sufficient imagina- 
tion and initiative to avail them- 
selves of the opportunity that has 
been granted them. If they do, 
they can shape the kind of world 
in which they are to live in the 
future.” 

Welles’ resume of the last 
25 years in European and world 
history is, in effect a memorial 
to lost opportunities. The chapter 
on the Good Neighbor policy, in 
which he played so large a part 
and which he considers an endur- 


ated evil.”

Art Museum 


The present City Art Museum 
on Art Hill, Forest Park, was built 
for the 1904 World’s Fair, hence 
has now been in use for 40 years. 
The bond issue asked for remodel- 
ing, repairing and improving the 
building is $250,000. 

Charles Nagel Jr., acting direc- 
to, speaking for the Museum 
Board, said: 

“During the period of our oc- 
cupancy the Museum building has 
been adapted and altered to a con- 
siderable extent to fit our grow- 
ing collections and. changing 
needs, Further adaptation is now 
necessary. At present we are lack- 
ing much that would be taken for 
granted in any museum building 
planned today.” 

Of 11 detailed objects listed by 
the Acting Director, the largest is 
a $120,000 allotment for future de- 
velopment of travelling exhibition 
galleries, lecture hall, curatorial

Sewer Construction 


ECOND in amount among the 

bond proposals is that for sewer 
construction, $7,957,000. This is 
$643,000 less than the sum esti- 
mated by Sewer Division engineers 
as needed for construction under 
two heads, which are: 


River Des Peres new foul water 
sewer and paving open channel of 
River Des Peres, $2,700,000; and 
construction of relief sewers, re- 
pair, replacement and recondition- 
ing of existing sewers, $5,900,000. 

“Under the 1923 bond issue,” the 
Streets and Sewers Department 
has atated, “Fiver Des Peres was 
inclosed from a point just south 
of Manchester avenue, across 
Forest Park and up Des Peres 
avenue to the city limits. The 
lower part, from the Mississippi 
to the beginning of the inclosure, 
was enlarged and straightened for 
use as an open storm water chan- 
nel. A portion of this section was 
lined, but the greater part was 
not; also slides have broken a 
portion of the old lining. It is pro- 
posed to line all the portions that 
were not lined originally or have 
been damaged since; also to build 
a control weir at the mouth of 
River. Des Peres, to prevent scour 
and washing during low stages of 
the Mississippi. 


“As to construction -of relief 
sewers and repair and recondition- 
ing of existing sewers, these were 
built 40 to 80 years ago in the 
older portions of the city. De- 
signs were based on inadequate 
estimates of runoff and rainfall, 
with the result that during heavy 
rains these sewers are over 
charged, 

“Most of the older sewers were 
built when brick was the only 
material used, and as Portland ce- 
ment was unknown, hydraulic ce- 
ment or lime was used. This has 
disfitegrated until failures and 
cave-ins are common, Most of the 
larger sewers have been repaired 
with 1924 bond issue funds, but 
there remains a considerable mile- 
age and unsafe and unsound samal) 
sewers. These are too small to 
repair from the inside, therefore 
require complete reconstruction.” 

A list shows the proposed relief 
sewers to be in districts desig- 
nated by these street names: Eu- 
clid avenue, Blackstone-Clarendon 
avenue district, McCausland ave- 
nue.. Compton avenue, Tower 
Grove-Manchester district, Fill- 
more avenue, Hodiamont avenue, 
Prairie avenue, Gimblin road, and 
North Broadway, Hall and Dodd- 
ridge street, 


Waterworks 


The $7,500,000 bond item which 
the voters are asked to approve 
for the Waterworks is the lesser 
part of a program amounting to 
$18,941,000. The rest of the money 
is to come from surplus funds 
now on hand or to be accumulated 
over the period of five years or 
more which the new work will 
take. As has been stated, the $7,- 
500,000 Waterworks bonds will be 
serviced by receipts from water 
rates, and not from municipal 
revenue.

Rye futures, expected to be most affected 
by peace, suffered the sharpest breaks when 
general selling ran the market into stop loss 
orders. 

Relatively small selling orders in July wheat 
just before the close caused a sharp break as 
the session ended. The demand was limited 
and the contract, on which trading closed to- 
day, sold down to $1.55%, a quarter of a 
cent below the loan, for a loss of 26 cents net. 

The oats market generally was weak but the 
duly contract was indetpendently strong. Cov- 
ering of the July prior to expiration of trading 
was responsible for this position and reflected 
the scarcity of offerings of cash oats. 

Some of the bearishness in all markets re- 
sulted from the report that Canada has seeded 
23 million acres of wheat, about six an one- 
half million more than last year. There also 
was some hedging in wheat and commission 
houses sold the deferred contracts. 

Little attention was paid to reports of black 
fust in the American Northwest.

She's Doing All Right Helen Gahagan Douglas Found Self When She Left Make-Believe World to Face Realities of Life

T is not easy to write about 

Helen Gahagan Douglas. 

hard to do without it reading as 
though your vocabulary just fell 
in the jam pot. One of the Irish 
playwrights could do it. John 
Synge, maybe, and he’d make it 
poetry. John Steinbeck could do 
it, because he can make you see 
the bigness in people, the “maj- 
esty of the human soul,” without 
a lot of foolish trimmings, Ste- 
phen Vincent Benet could have 
done it, because he could take 
what was fine in an American and 
make it sing in the people's plain 
talk. 

Such a one as one of these might 
note in passing that she is tall 
and graceful as a birch tree and 
has eyes that are troubled by 
what is bad in the world; that she 
has a warm, wide mouth and a 
music in her voice. 

A keeper of records would add 
that she came of Middle-Weatern 
farm stock. That she went from 
Barnard College in New York to a 
star part on Broadway. That she 
was magnificent in, for instance, 
"Trelawney of the Wells.” That 
she met and married Melvyn Doug- 
las, her leading man in “Tonight 
or Never,” while the show was 
still running. That she was gain- 
ing fame as an operatic soprano, 
here and in Europe, when she 
turned her back on art and took 
up social problems. That she has 
two children, a boy, 10, and a girl, 
6. That she is a national commit- 
teewoman and candidate for Con- 
gress from the Fourteenth Con- 
gressional District of California, 
and that her husband is in uni- 
form somewhere in India or Bur- 
ma or China—she doesn’t know 
which. 

These are the things that the 
fact-finders would put down. But 
the real story of the woman who 
talked to thousands of people at 
a crowded national convention 
last Thursday night, looking not 
at all like a Lucy Stoner or a 
Margaret Fuller in her pale blue 
dress, is an epic, It is the story 
of a woman who took three jour- 
neys, one across her own country,

HIS is the way she told it to

In 
this migration from the _ cities, 
and in the migration of the Okies 
and the Arkies, the mothers were 
the ones who held the families 
together. 


“This migration was coming out 
from the cities and they were 
coming across the country in box 
cars. The railroads were leaving 
stations open all night so these 
people could sleep in them. They 
slept on the benches, on the front 
porches of the stations and on the 
floors. 

“Melvyn and I ran into this mi- 
gration by accident, and followed 
it. In Las Vegas these people even 
dug into the side hills, They were 
given camping places, and ground 
floors of hotels and other build- 
ings were left open, The remark 
was made rather generally around 
the town that it would be safer to 
leave ground floors open at night, 
otherwise the migrants might 
climb to the second floors. 


“These people actually lived in 
‘jungles’ and you can imagine the 
conditions in them.” 

She paused a moment, It seemed 
as if she was talking about an- 
other person, 

“IT was brought up in a family 
of civic-minded citizens, but I had 
only been interested in art,” she 
said. “You know you can’t act, 
sing or write unless you complete- 
ly concern yourself with what you 
are doing. But the impact of this 
migration made a deep and pro- 
found impression on me, 

“Then Melvyn and I went on a 
trip around the world. Japan had 


already bombed Shanghai. We 
were in China in 1933. We felt 
very acutely the thing that al- 
ready had happened in the Orient.” 
2 S: = 

HEN the Douglases came 
W back from an Orient already 

torn by war, they looked at 
their own country with clearer 
eyes. Helen began studying “the 
whole Roosevelt administration 
program.” It was one of those 
gradual things that happens to 
you. She got interested in Henry 
Wallace’s plans for the farmers, 


moving them to good land, giving 
them small loans. 

“They had no collateral,” she 
said, “except the collateral of be- 
ing alive, and the chance of being 
rehabilitated by the nation.” 

She watched what Washington 
was doing about the migratory 
problem, because she knew too 
much of it not to care deeply that 
something be done, 


But the mantle of social ma- 
turity for Helen Gahagan Douglas 
waa not wholly atitched together 
even then, and in 1987 she went 
to Europe for a concert tour and 
the Salszurg festival. It was there 
that “the shock of recognition” 
was complete, 


“Just before TI left,” she said, 
“there was a series of incidents 
that made it perfectly certain to 
me that the Germans were doing 
all the things we feared they were 
doing. The more I got to think- 
ing about what I had seen and 
heard over there, the more dis- 
turbed I was. It was at that time 
I joined everything anti-Nazi I 
could join.” 

Mrs. Douglas doesn’t put it In 
Homeric words, but as you hear 
her describing the painful, grop- 


ing, conscience-driven metamor- 
phosis from a stage heroine to a 
social heroine, from a woman with 
a career to a woman with a mis- 
sion, you see drama of a kind 
few women have had the instincts 
and courage to live, She got the 
feeling that Democracy could be 
improved upon. She got the feel- 
ing, almost intuitive at first, that 
Democracy had to be improved to 
stand up under the impact, not 
just of Fascist military might, but 
of Fascist philosophy, at home and 
away from home. 


Just what she was going to do 
about it wasn’t altogether clear 
for a while. She began by joining 
anti-Fascist movements and or- 
ganizing a big Christmas party 
every year for the lost, hungry, 
bewildered and unwanted children 
of the American Israel—the Israel] 
of depression. Then she “worked 
gathering clothes and donations 
to be distributed to them through 
the Farm Security Administration, 
and trying to get people just to 
— that the migrants were 

ere. 


“The great argument,” she said, 
“was not whether we should or 
should not do something about 
the migration. The great question 
was; Were there migrants or 
weren't there migrants? Some 


newspapers said there was no mi-: 


gration. That's what got me into 
politics, back in 1938, 


“It seemed to me that In a De- 
mocracy we have to face diffi- 
culties. True we have the right, 
in a Democracy, to say, ‘I’m not 
interested in the 30,000 people in 
the center of my city who are 
starving!’ But you haven't got the 
right to say that those 30,000 
starving people aren’t there, when 
they are there. Maybe you don’t 
think there’s a  difference—but 
those migrants were there. 


“I went out to see for myself. 
The whole thing stuck on nw 
throat. I went out to see and 
there they were—some under 
bridges having babies, some 
standing in the side roads with 
babies sick with pneumonia in 
their arms, babies sick with pel- 
lagra and sore eyes, people who 
didn’t even know what medi- 
cine was,” 
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HAT’S how Helen Gahagan 

Douglas, ex-actress, got into 

public life at what she calls 
“the grass-roots level.” She started, 
first, after steeping herself in 
community problems, backing cer- 
tain pieces of social legislation 
that came before Congress. She 
campaigned for Olson for Gover- 
nor in 1938, found herself a Dem- 
ocratic National Committeewom- 
an in 1940 without being too sure 
just what that was. She asked 
herself, with pleasure and sur- 
prise, “What is our Government 
but ourselves?” 


It has been a grave mistake to 
draw an obvious but hollow com- 
parison between Helen Gahagan 
Douglas and Clare Booth Luce. 
Mrs. Luce hag beauty and back- 
ground, wit and brilliance, charm 
and position, and these are the 
things you think about when you 
know her. What you think about 
Mrs. Douglas is that she is a 
woman of wisdom and greatness. 


“IT am not a fencer,” she told 
me. “I am not a wit. I don't 
say things smarter than other 
people. I just feel very deeply 
about the whole situation, I just 
hope I can be of some help.” 


Maybe a Synge isn’t needed, or 
a Steinbeck or a Benet. Helen 
Gahagan Douglas, a fighting 
conscience, tells her story beau- 
tifully herself,

The eggs were right side up and 
the bannisters dusted through all 
the mutations of her husband’s ca- 
reer, from haberdasher through 
the painstaking study of law to al- 
liance with Tom Pendergast and a 
judgeship in the Jackson County 
court. 

“It was his business,” she ex- 
plains, and although she pre 
ferred the quieter, more indepen- 
dent life of Independence, she 
packed up for Washington with 
interest and without complaint 
when Boss Tom ran Harry 
through his State machine and 
transformed him from obscure 
judge to full-blown Senator, 
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MRS. TRUMAN’S blue eyes 
warm only when she is discussing 
that phase of his career that be- 
gan with the unbossed prestige of 
leading the Senate investigating 
committee. These are achieve- 
ments he has carved out for hime 
self. She has followed them care- 
fully, reading reports, attending 
sessions when time permitted, 
looking over the speeches her 
husband has made and discussing 
them with Margaret, a junior at 
George Washington University.

Memories of Early 
Days in the Ozarks

HIS morning at breakfast, a yellow-billed cuckoo flew into 
T the maple tree beside the porch. He gave his call which 
foretells rain and from which he takes his name of 
“raincrow” and then slipped slyly from branch to branch, 
watching us ag we ate. He 
seemed sure that we couldn’t 
see him and, in fact, we 
have often glimpsed one of 
these birds moving through 
a tree for half an hour with- 
out ever really getting a 

good look at him. 

Then, while we were hav- 
ing the second cup of coffee, 
two hounds picked up a fox 
track down where the creek 
joins the river and went 
ringing off up the valley. 
They made, as the Ozark 
hunter says, “mighty purty 
music”—one a bell-like bari- 
tone and the other a boom- 
ing bass. Now I've never 
ridden to the hounds in a 
red coat and I guess, at my 
age, weight and financial 
status, this is a thrill I'll 

never know. I even suspect it’s a sport which may be passing, 
along with other pleasant appendages of the Gilded Age; and 
doubtless some fine tradition will pass with it. But I have, on 
more than one dew-drenched summer night, sat atop an Ozark 
ridge with a small fire going and an earthenware jug to ward 
off hants, and listened to the hounds running a bee-line fox. 
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@ THIS MORNING THE MUSIC WAS AS FINE as ever, but 
something was missing and I had to search the files of memory 
for a long time to figure out what it was, Finally, I got it; 
the thing which was missing was the hunter’s horn. When I 
was a boy and lived in Potosi, the fields across the road from 
our house ran down to Breton Creek. On yon side were woods 
and up in the woods a log cabin where dwelt a psalm-singing, 
fox-hunting family whose name I have forgotten. Every eve- 
ning along about dusk the woman called up her cow from the 
wood-lot with a musical “So-0-0-0 Bossy, s0-0-0 Bossy,” and did 
her milking to the tune of “Come to the Church in the Wild- 
wood.” 
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@ THEN ALONG ABOUT GOOD DARK, if the night was 
clear, you'd hear a couple of hounds sound off impatiently and 
a few moments later would come the note of the horn, Soon 
another would answer from down the creek and you'd know 
the hunters were heading for their meeting place out on Old 
Piney. Many a time, when I was very young, I've lain awake 
with the moon streaming in the window and listened for an 
hour to the hounds running. Finally old Jules took me along 
with him one night to sit on the ridge with the fox hunters and 
not long after that I acquired a fox hound pup and a hunting 
horn of my own and life was a very fine thing indeed, 
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Those early memories of the fox-hounds running—of 
Buck and Zeke and Old Silver and Lou, each with a 
voice his master could tell three ridges away—I wouldn't 
trade them for a farm in Texas. They come back sharp 
and clear on any summer night when there’s a moon in 
the second quarter and a heavy fall of dew, no matter 
where you happen to be, I’ve heard them in cities and 
out In the high Rockies and lying out on the fore-deck 
of the old U. 8. 8. Rochester steaming up the Bay of 
Biscay in the last World War. So this morning, listen- 
ing as they went away up the valley, I remembered the 
cow's horn scraped paper-thin and polished and fitted 
with a mouthpiece and a buckskin thong for carrying. 
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@ IT’S FUNNY HOW ONE MEMORY LEADS on to another, 
We went through Potosi the other day, on the way to the 
Ozarks. Out south of town the road passes the farm that once 
belonged to Grandpaw Hall and then heads up through a 
stretch of timber. Young pines, some already of logging size, 
are growing among the scrub oaks and the sight of them re- 
called the days when this was known as “The Pinery.” There 
were no oaks, then, but only great pine trees which reached 
high into the air before their branches started, The floor of 
that forest was a thick, silent carpet of needles and almost 
entirely free of undergrowth. Here and there, patches of 
huckleberry yielded their frosty blue harvest in July, 
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@ I KNEW “THE PINERY” WELL IN THE OLD days, for I 
went there often with Hardy and his oxen to haul légs home to 
the sawmill on his big wagon with its heavy, broad-tired wheels. 
Now oxen have many advantages over horses and mules, but 
speed is not one of them and this, in the age of machinery, 
has been their undoing. It was some six miles out to “The 
Pinery,” which meant a three-hour trip each way, so Hardy 
would start from the sawmill barn at about 4 o'clock in the 
morning. As he passed our house, his long whip would crack 
once—extra loud, That was my alarm clock and I'd pull on 
my overalls and slip out barefooted through the kitchen where 
lunch wag packed and ready. : 
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There were three yoke to Hardy’s team—six oxen, 
that means. Each pair of oxen wears a heavy wooden 
yoke and you drive them with no more than your voice 
and a flick of the long whip on the flank of the near 
lead ox, whose name is always “Buck.” He is the boss 
ef the team and the one you talk to. “Gee, Buck,” you 
say and the lead yoke swings slowly and ponderously 
te the right. “Haw, Buck,” you say and back they come 
to the left. Simple as it sounds, it’s a forgotten art. 
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@ WHEN WE GOT TO THE WOODS, Hardy would swing 
- that team off the road and out through the timber, weaving 
the great wagon through the trees without ever scraping a hub. 
Once arrived at the cutting, the oxen were un-yoked and the 
wheelers were used to skid the heavy logs up onto the wagon. 
Three logs, which must have weighed as many tons, made a 
load and each took a good hour to get aboard the wagon. 
When we started out to the road again, the reason for the 
wide fron tires became plain, since without them the wagon 
would have sunk hub-deep into the forest floor, Often, by the 
time we got home, the evening stars would be showing. I 
think, sometimes, that youngsters mies a lot in these modern

Preston, England. 

Richard Turner was one of the 
ardent temperance reformers of 
the first half of, the nineteenth 
century, He is generally credited 
with first having used teetotal in 
a speech before the Total Ab- 
gztinence Society, at Preston, Eng- 
land, in 1832. ” 

However, Turner did not invent 
the term. Long before his time 
it was common in Ireland, where 
it was used to emphasize the idea 
of totality; only its association 
with spirits awaited his inven- 
tion, 

Through one of those peculiar 
quirks to which language is con- 
stantly heir, teetotal was rendered 
into French as totaliseur du the 
(tea)—-as if it were teatotaler--- 
whence came the mistaken as- 
sumption that the French phrase 
was the parent of the English-- 
and that it started with tea!

necticut he didn’t dream of 
living under Japanese bombs and 
gunfire on a wild hillside in South 
China among the walking dead— 
the ma fung lo, or “numb ones,” 
which is the Chinese name for 
lepers. 

Big Joe was like any other New 
England kid. He fished in Luth- 
er’s and Larson’s ponds for johnny 
roaches and perch and pickerel. 
On summer days he swam in Bro- 
phy’s Brook. In the autumn he 
loved to tramp in the woods on 
Pinnacle Mountain with his dog, 
and with his father, who was Jo- 
seph Patrick Sweeney, a grocer ip 
New Britain. They hunted foxes. 


Big Joe Sweeney is’48 now and 
22 of the years have been spent 
as a Maryknoll Missioner.in Asia. 
He has lived 11 years among the 
ma fung lo, a period of extraor- 
dinary Christian devotion to help- 
leas unfortunates, Throughout 
out South China men speak with 
a certain awe of this follower of 
Damien. Even the Japanese, who 
are supposed to fear nothing, keep 
their distance from Big Joe and 
his numb ones. Moreover they re- 
spect his courage. 

Big Joe figures there are some 
hundreds of thousands of lepers 
in China. Before Maryknoll sent 
him to work among them, in 1933, 
they had small help and cold pity 
from the local people. A tradition 
of horror stood in the way. Dr. 
Dobson, a kindly Presbyterian 
missionary in Yeungkong, was one 
of the numerous Protestant mis- 
sionaries whom Maryknollers saw 
showing them mercy; and Father 
Marsigny, a former Belgian aristo- 
crat with a staff of Canadian 
nuns, cared for a large colony on 
Sheklung Island near Canton. 
Mostly, though, the afflicted hud- 
dled unattended in graveyards as 
Scriptural lepers did. They were 
often stoned, and in some rare 
cases shot or drowned if they ap- 
peared too near a town or village, 
or if they ventured onto a popu- 
lar road or highway. 

When Big Joe started his work 
in the spring of 1933, he was sick- 
ened by the accounts of a recent 
leper massacre. 

“The first day I arrived here in 
Kwangtung,” he wrote home, “T 
read that 100 lepers were shot by 
a squad of local military in a 
neighboring province.” 
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At Pakkai an entire village 


W toy Big Joe Sweeney was a 


turned out with scythes and 

guns and stones and threat- 
ened to herd 60 of the numb ones 
into the river to drown, but Big 
Joe heard of it and saved the 
unfortunates. 

Many of the simpler Chinese 
were a little puzzled by Big Joe’s 
pity. They thought he was insane 
te work among the numb ones. 
The lepers themselves, oddly 
enough, were suspicious of him 
at first. 

"They think I am taking them 
in only to feed them the Black 
Bottle—poison, that is—and I must 
exercise extraordinary care,” Big 
Joe wrote. “If one should happen 
to die during the first few days 
I certainly would be accused of 
his murder.” 

Big Joe had prepared long for 
his work among the ma fung lo. 
He had visited the Damien colony 
on Molokai, and the United States 
Federal Leprosarium in Lovyisiana. 
He had spefit some time on Shek- 
lung Island with Father Marsigny. 
He found a small colony of unfor- 
tunates uncared for and unattend- 
ed in a banyan and bamboo grove 
at Sheung Yeung in South China. 

“IT entered the grove in broad 
daylight. I found 10 adobe huts 
with thatched roofs. Sitting 
around in the dark were deformed 
creatures with only stumps where 
hands or feet should have been. 
Many had distorted faces. I saw 
an afflicted woman, hideous to 
behold, with a beautiful eight- 
months-old child in her arms.

priate name, “Gate of Heaven.” 
The Chinese like the name, for

Big Joe got permission from the 
local magistrate in Toi Shaan to 
take over an abandoned Taoist 
temple where a group of ma fung 
lo existed in utter despair and in 
indescribable squalor, with ancient 
idols frowning on them from the 
walls. He burned the sleeping 
mats and the boards that were 
beds, was liberal with disinfect- 
ant and with paint and used the 
temple, as he did the cleansed 
adobe huts in the banyan grove, 
for. his receiving station. The 
cemeteries of Sun Wui remained 
his central station. About this 
time the Prefect of Yeung Kong, 
a helpful official, approached Big 
Joe with a proposition: 

“He has offered an island at 
the mouth of Yeung Kong River 
as gq central station,” Big Joe 
wrote back to Maryknoll wistfully, 
“and this is a wonderful oppor- 
tunity. Yet we dare not accept. 
He would present us with 200 ¢as- 
es right away and our finances do 
not permit us to take on such 
large numbers. It would be crim- 
inal to take them without funds 
to care for them, Some day, 
though, we'll get that island or 
some other island, possibly a cor- 


ner af Sancian Island, where St. 
Francis Xavier died. At the mo- 
ment, however, the lepers we have

IG JOE depended on contribu- 
B tions from friends of Mary- 

knoll at home. When con- 
tributions were low, as they often 
were, he pulled his belt tighter, 
just as his patients did. When they 
were generous, Big Joe splurged 
on disinfectant, bandages and 
ethyl esters of Hydnocarpus Oil 
and Chaulmoogra Oil which he got 
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from Culion in the Philippines at 
coat. These oils in some cases ar- 
rest the disease. Nothing has been 
found, through the centuries, that 
will cure it. 

Big Joe spent five years among 
the lepers in the Sun Wui ceme- 
teries, south of Canton. With Big 
Joe labored Father J. Connors of 
Peabody, Mass., a young priest 
who had come out to China in 
1927. When Big Joe took over 
some 40 or 50 lepers lived among 
the burial mounds. Lepers had 
lived and died there for genera- 
tions. The shelters were miser- 
able shacks or lean-to made of 
rotted coffin boards. When nights 
were -cold, the numb ones burned 
parts of their shelters in the 
graveyards to keep warm, 

* * 
O one, Big Joe found, came 
N near them. Most of the un- 
afflicted in these South China 
regions believe that the ma fung 
la are victims of bad joss—evil 
omen—or of leprous devils. 

The ma fung lo lived chiefly on 
the few dank vegetables they 
could nurse from the wet earth 
between burial mounds. Some- 
times a farmer might throw a 
cabbage or a handful of fruit 
over the crumbled cemetery wall 
or leave food by the road where 
the ma fung lo might creep down 
to get it. 
suffered to squat at isolated spots 
and beg but seldom would they 
dare venture out to the wells to 
drink. It was safer to slack their 
thirst with the muddy water that 
accumulated in graveyard de- 
pressions. 

Big Joe burned all the coffin- 
board hovels, the old boards that 
were beds and the grimy mats that 
covered them. He burned the lep- 
ers’ clinging rags, the weeds 
around the sheltera and the few 
pieces of crude furniture. The 
ma fung lo stood apart and stared 
in awe at this white giant who 
had dared come among them. 
With lye and other strong disin- 
fectants he burned awé&y all that 
was foul and evil, destroyed the 
rats with poisons, and as fast as 
he tore down the shelters he 
helped workmen put up new ones. 

First he erected temporary bam- 
boo shacks covered with woven 
palm leaves. Later he got enough 
money from home to put up 
sturdier buildings, some of mud 
brick, some with concrete floors. 
He found some former artisans 
among his patients and distributed 
tools to them, 
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HEN spring came to Sun 

Wui in 1934, the ma fung lo 

settlement in the gravelands 
was transformed. Before Big Joe 
had moved in, spring and summer 
found the place aswarm with rats 
and clouds of noisy flies, the cof- 
fin-board shelters rotten and thick 
with filth, the water and the 
meager food—the very air about 
the colony—loathsome to sickening 
degree. Now, one year later, the 
new huts were clean and shining 
in the warm sun, transplanted 
banana, papaya and orange blos- 
soms sweetened the air. Green 
hedges flourished and made com- 
pound walls. Paths were bordered 
with flower beds and the lepers’ 
eyes were delighted with the lush 
beauty of azaleas, peonies, hibis- 
cus and bell flowers. 

Through the first five years the 
colony steadily expanded until it 
held several hundred of the ma 
fung lo, Father Sweeney was able 
to buy greater quantity of medi- 
cine from Culion as word of his 
work drifted home to the United 
States through Maryknoll. As the 
contributions swelled, he extended

FATHER JOSEPH (BIG

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shelter and hospital facilities and 
took in more and more of the af- 
flicted. Dr. Harry Blaber, a sur- 
geon from Brooklyn, who operated 
a small mission hospital in Toi 
Shaan, volunteered his services 
and helped with the patients once 
a week, 

A Dr. J. J. Sherry, a Dublin man 
who had been a surgeon with the 
British Army, added his skill and 
knowledge for more than a year 
before age and failing health com- 
pelled him to give up. Dr. Artemio 
Bagalawis, a nephew of General 
Aguinaldo, the Filipino Napoleon, 
who had studied leprosy in the 
Philippines, came as a volunteer 
in 1936, just after the venerable 
Dr. Sherry had to leave. Big Joe 
saw in these replacéments the 
hand of God. 

Big Joe was sorely tried through 
the first years, in spite of his 
advances at Sun Wui, Sometimes 
the heat, as in the summer of 
1936, waa virtually unbearable, 
Tropical sun burned into the palm- 
thatched huts and graveyard 
dampness mildewed the shelters. 
When summer’s hot breath sub- 
sided and cooling autumn brought 
relief, the work went more 
smoothly.

DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT IS NOMINATED FOR A FOURTH TERM ON THE FIRST BALLOT 


RANKLIN DELANO ROOSEVELT was nominated by the 
Democratic party for his fourth term as President last Thurs- 
day evening at the party’s Chicago convention by a vote of 

1086 on the first ballot. Senator Harry F. Byrd of Virginia re- 
ceived 89 votes, mostly from Southern delegates, and James A. 
Farley, who twice led the President to convention victories, one 


vote. It was the third time Roosevelt was nominated on the first 
vote call, the party choosing him by acclamation in 1936, and 
again in 1940 when rules were suspended after he received 946 


votes. About 150 votes at that time went to other candidates on 


the first ballot. In 1932 Roosevelt won on the fourth ballot with

945 out of 1148 votes, defeating former Governor Alfred Smith of 
New York, who had polled 201 votes on the first ballot to 666 for 
Roosevelt, but who dropped on subsequent roll calls while 
Roosevelt gained. The latter had a majority of the votes on the 
first three ballots, but the convention in 1932 still retained the 
two-thirds rule for nominating a candidate.

Therein ley 
the Democratic differences. The big problem was reaching a settle- 
ment acceptable to the delegates and most likely to appeal to the 
mass of voters. Contrary to the Republican convention last month, 
which to all purposes was more or less cut and dried since the lead- 
ing liberal prospect, Wendell L. Willkie, already had been washed 
out of the picture by his withdrawal, the Democratic convention was 
a coalition of forces ranging from extreme conservatives, particularly 
among Southern delegates, to New Dealers. Nevertheless, most of 
those forces were bound by a common tie in their heavy support of 
the President. Undoubtedly some delegates were out of step with 
Roosevelt and his views on the international peace program and do- 
mestic issues; a few Southerners had announced such opposition; 
some even were cool toward a fourth term. But, with a few excep 
tions, notably the Texans, the delegates were prepared to get behind 
his policies and his candidacy because they believed the party could 
win with him at the head of the ticket. The very diversity of the pro- 
Roosevelt elements—labor groups, middle class liberals, progressive 
politicians—strengthened party ties. And im many instances, as in 
the South, which has been traditionally Democratic, party allegiance 
overcame distaste for liberal policies in the administration, and ex- 
treme conservatism bent to political expediency. But primarily unity 
at the convention was due to the fact that that political body believed 
that a very large portion of American citizens were behind President 
Roosevelt and his policies.

ITLER’S Eastern front from the Carpathians to Latvia last 
week was crumbling before the Red Army’s sledge ham- 
mer blows. The Nazi war machine was backing up at a 
faster pace than it ever had achieved on its blitzkrieg toward 
Moscow, was preparing to defend its very home soil, in East 
Prussia, against invasion.
